WHAT THE COMMUNISTS ARE SAYING 
ABOUT US IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


Adolph Hitler said. “Tell a lie often enough and they will 
believe it.” He possibly picked that wp from a technique fos- 
stered by Karl Marx, the father of communism, who lived 
in the previous century but fostered a tremendous lie about 
the capitalistic system — the system which made America 
great — and this lie has been perpetuated by one of the 
cleverest propaganda machines the world has ever known. 
Now thousands of Communists and non-Communists alike 
are mouthing it in schools and universities, business and 
labor circles, political meetings, and in any other place that 
the Communist lie about America has an opportunity of 
being heard. 
What is this lie being told behind our backs? It is this — 
the Communists are saying that in America capitalism robs 
the worker of the bulk of his just earnings (which Com­ 
munism would never permit!). Workers wages amount to 
only 20% of the income produced while the owners get 80% . 
The propagandists very cleverly trace, step by step, the 
business cycle they say occurs in America. They say that 
production leads to over production and this, in turn, leads 
to unemployment. More people out of work means less money 
to spend which aggravates the entire situation by adding 
to the supply of surplus products in the warehouses. This 
leads, in turn, to further unemployment. The eventual out­ 
come is depression and crisis. Warehouses are filled with 
goods which people cannot buy. The economy stagnates and 
grinds to a standstill. American businessmen, however, 
have found a solution. It is war. After the war, with por­ 
tions of the population having been destroyed, there are 
fewer people to be unemployed and the whole cycle then 
repeats itself. Sound plausible? Probably so to individuals 
who have never seen an American home or paget] through 
a department store catalog, or examined a copy of an 
annual report, or checked the number and kinds of people 
owning stock in American corporations. It has been re­ 
liably stated that a veritable flood of socialist and commun­ 
ist booklets, pamphlets, and magazines, printed in Spanish 
with this kind of faulty economic reasoning have been avail­ 
able through bookshops, the libraries, and the schools of all 
Latin American countries for years. 
The question is, “Can we answer these charges and pre­ 
sent realistic evidence to expose the big lie about our way 
of life?” The answer is yes but it’s going to take some 
digging for facts and an understanding about how our 
business system really operates. The best known authority 
in the world on this subject is located in Washington, D. C., 
but makes its material available to everyone—the United 
States Department of Commerce. A single page of authenti­ 
cated U. S. Government figures dealing with the distribution 
of income quickly proves that employees of American cor­ 
porations, on the average, receive 88.7% of corporation in­ 
come with the owners getting about 11.13% (before taxes 
—and over half of this amount goes for taxes to support 
government at the national, state, and local levels). The 
Communists remain utterly silent about the following im­ 
portant aspects of our economic way of life: 1) the dynamic 
nature of American money (whereas the same amount of 
money spent three or four times by different people will 
distribute three or four times as many goods and as much 
eervice). 2) the role of psychology in the economy and the 
effect of an optimistic buying attitude held by consumers; 
3) the relationship of advertising to distribution evidenced 
by the clever (and successful) campaigns urging people to 
buy; 4) the role of consumer credit and the amount of credit 
eard buying going on in this country today; 5) the continual­ 
ly expanding market with all the new items available for 
customers which were not around for purchase ten years 
ago; 6) the effect of People’s Capitalism, or the amount of 
stock ownership among employees and housewives and oth­ 
ers; and 7) finally, the role of government and legislation 
which keeps a watchful eye on monopolistic tendencies. The 
propagandist’s arguments can easily be exploded when con­ 
fronted with a true picture of how our business system 
operates. 
Dr. Fred Schwarz, one of this country’s eminent authori­ 
ties on Communism, has said, “The myth that Capitalism is 
inherently evil and collective ownership inherently good is 
contradicted finally by one unanswerable fact. Wherever 
Communism is in power the people flee by the millions. They 
leave everything they love, and they flee to loneliness and 
the unknown to escape the horror of life under Communist 
rule. On the other hand, when all the evils of the Capitalist 
system have been admitted, the fact remains that every year 
multiplied thousands risk their lives, not trying to get out 
of America, but trying to get in. Their goal is not to live 
•t America's highest standard, but to live at her lowest.” 
The American economy is able to give what the Com­ 
munist economy only promises. We, in this country, truly 
operate under a system of the greatest good for the great­ 
est number. Now we’re going to have to find ways of telling 
the peoples of other countries about it.

Nervou^ Tension 
Many older people are troubled 
by a very definite tremor of the 
hands. 
This quivering becomes intensi 
ied when they try to use their 
fingers, as in writing. We call it 
“ intention” tremor, for it is great­ 
er when they intend to do some­ 
thing with their hands. 
Paralysis Agitans is another ail­ 
ment of elderly people in which 
they indulge in what is 
call ’d 
“pill rolling” movements with the 
fingers . 
But most of the hand trembling 
of people of all ages is simply 
due 
to 
excessive 
self-conscious­ 
ness and stagefright. 
And in all cases, whether medi­ 
cal or psychological, a great deal 
of relief can be obtained by di­ 
verting one’s attention from self 
to the surrounding human beings 
as by analyzing the latter for 
merits and then paying them de­ 


served compliments thereon. 
If you are thus acting as a so­ 
cial detective, sizing up your com­ 
panions 
for 
good 
points, 
you 
meanwhile forget your trembling 
hands to a large degree. 
Trembling Hands 
But here are some more bits 
of advice to calm yourself and re­ 
duce much of your tremor. 
If you are talking or singing m 
public, mount your speech note* 
or music on a stiff cardboard 
background. 
And then pull gently in opposite 
directions. In fact, even if you 
have a single sheet of thin paper 
m your hands, if you will pull in 
opposite 
directions 
with 
both 
hands, you will find that much of 
the tremor instantly disappears. 
If your tremor occurs primarily 
when you are trying to write, then 
alter the situation somewhat by 
pressing hard upon the heel of 
your palm. Try to put 25 lbs. pres­ 
sure thereon. 
Meanwhile, 
write 
with 
finger 
movements instead of the rolling 
movements instead of the rolling 
forearm technique. 
Another variation, 
is 
to 
flex 
your legs, with feet far back un­ 
der your chair and try to lift 
part of your weight off the seat 
while you are writing. That will 
divert your attention, and there­ 
by lessen your hand tremor. 
Some people grow nervous at 
banquets and tremble when lift­ 
ing their coffee cups to their lips. 
They may even spill some of the 
liquid. 
In such cases, try grasping the 
handle with extra force and main­ 
tain a tight squeeze on that han­ 
dle. 
Or use the opposite hand, for in 
many cases your tremor has be­ 
come habituated to just one hand. 
If you 
change hands, you fodl 
your nuisance habit, and may be 
fairly calm. 
As 
regards 
medical 
tremor* 
like those of Paralysis Agitans, 
certain 
drugs 
are 
helpful, 
but 
don’t expect 
a 
complete 
cure. 
And even then, you’ll find that 
the above devices will help lessen 
the tremors.

CRIME SYNDICATE NO

SOLVES LABOR LEADER’S 
MURDER 
PITTSBURGH—A lethal legend 
has been wiped out by the FBI. 
Mob tradition was smashed the 
other day, 
when the “Bureau” 
quite quickly solved a crime syn­ 
dicate killing. A labor leader had 
b e e n 
murdered. 
Traditionally, 
there’s a hit (an attack), a run, 
the escape into the night or a 
crowd, and the hired killers can 
report no errors to their clients 
in another city. 
But during my trip across the 
brutally 
freezing 
Midwest. 
I 
learned it was different in the 
case of the three-month-old mys­ 
tery of the slaying of John (Jack) 
Kilpatrick. He led a small inde­ 
pendent union. He crusaded. He 
worked with the federal 
grand 
juries in Chicago. 
He was shot behind the ear on 
Oct. 20. J. Edgar Hoover’s agents 
soon saturated the case. 
The bureau men discovered that 
the Chicago crime combine had 
hired three Detroit hoods to make 
the “hit” in Chicago itself. 
Pulling gunmen in from anoth­ 
er city is SOP (Standard Operat­ 
ing Procedure). They are lured 
by “ cutouts’’—men who can t be 
identified with the original client. 
But it was the misfortune of these 
guns-for-hire that the FBI crowd­ 
ed them. Not only did the bu­ 
reau’s own intelligence network 
learn that there were three hooas 
involved — but the federals iden­ 
tified 
them, 
names, 
addresses, 
sheets (records), et ai. 
The FBI even learned the prjee 
for the hit on Kilpatrick, the 53- 
year-ol president of the United 
Industrial 
Workers 
of 
America 
and head of its Local 300. The 
foray’s tab was $4,000 to elimi­ 
nate the courageous Chicagoan. 
Kilpatrick had 
been 
attempting 
to keep his own units out of the 
crime syndicate’s hands. He was 
also using his organizations as an 
operating base to

from control of Independent unn- 
in 12 Chicago area factories. 
All this the FBI obtained in o

Their solution is preventive war.

wanted a gesture from the West 
to show the Stalinist right-wing­ 
ers that peaceful coexistence, as 
preached by Khrushchev, can suc­ 
ceed. 
On one side, 
Stalinists argued 
that the Russian people are be­ 
coming too absorbed 
in 
better 
housing, better clothes, and the 
capitalistic 
things of life; 
that 
they had to be constantly whipped 
up into fear of the capitalist ag­ 
gressors in order to make the 
sacrifices 
necessary 
to commu­ 
nism. Unless people are consiant- 
i\ harassed by hate and fear of 
capitalism, 
Stalin had long ar­ 
gued, they will not remain dedi­ 
cated, devoted Communists. 
To use Molotov’s exact words, 
given in a letter to the October 
Communist 
P a r t y 
Congress: 
“Without serious conflict, without 
war, advance toward communism 
is impossible." 
Last summer Khrushchev told 
me of previous arguments with 


Molotov, his claims to Molotov 
that atomic war is unthinkable, 
his belief that the Russian people 
should be given a chance to im­ 
prove their living standards and 
that the Communist - capitalist 
worlds could exist together side 
by side. According to all reports 
from Moscow last week, the de­ 
bate is still continuing. 
These are the men who are 
looking over Khrushchev’s shoul­ 
der.

munism will win out. Their main 
line of attack will be to demand 
majority 
within the 
Communist 
Congress 
instead 
of 
one-nation 
rule by Russia. 
The Communist party in North 
Vietnam is split wide open along 
the same lines as Peiping and 
Moscow 
Pro-Khrushchev and ro- 
Stalin wings of the party are bat­ 
tling. It looks as if the Stalinists 
will win out, which will mean tha 
Chinese Communists wrill become 
the principal suppliers of arms 
and advisers in Vietnam, replac­ 
ing the Russians. This will make 
it much tougher in Laos and the 
rest of former French Indo-china. 
Ex-Gov. 
Averell Harriman of 
New York, now assistant secre­ 
tary of state, says that the Rus­ 
sians 
have been cooperative in 
regard to Laos, went along with 
every major move we proposed. 
Harriman is anything but opti­ 
mistic, however, regarding Red 
Chinese policy if they get the up­ 
per hand in this area. 
Though General Walker com­ 
plains that he was muzzled by 
the Army, he once did his best 
to muzzle the stars and stripes 
when that paper reported he was 
being disciplined.

WHAT THE COMMUNISTS ARE SAYING

Adolph H itler said. “Tell a lie often enough and they will 
believe it.” He possibly picked that up from a technique fos- 
stered by Karl Marx, the father of communism, who lived 
in the previous century but fostered a tremendous lie about 
the capitalistic system — the system which made America 
great — and this lie has been perpetuated by one of the 
cleverest propaganda machines the world has ever known.

What is this lie being told behind our backs? It is this — 
the Communists are saying that in America capitalism robs 
the worker o f the bulk of his .111st earnings (which Com­ 
munism would never perm it!). Workers wages amount to 
only 20% of the income produced while the owners get 80%. 
The propagandists very cleverly trace, step by step, the 
business cycle they say occurs in America. They say that 
production leads to over production and this, in turn, leads 
to unemployment. More people out of work means less money 
to spend which aggravates the entire situation bv adding 
to the supply of surplus products in the warehouses. This 
leads, in turn, to further unemployment. The eventual out­ 
come is depression and crisis. W arehouses are filled with 
goods which people cannot buy. The economy stagnates and 
grinds to a standstill. 
American businessm en, however, 
have found a solution. It is war. A fter the war, with por­ 
tions of the population having been destroyed, there are 
few er people to be unemployed and the whole cycle then 
repeats itself. Sound plausible? Probably so to individuals 
who have never seen an American home or paged through 
a department store catalog, or exam ined a copy of an 
annual report, or checked the number and kinds of people 
owning stock in American corporations. It has been re­ 
liably stated that a veritable flood of socialist and commun­ 
ist booklets, pamphlets, and m agazines, printed in Spanish 
w ith this kind of faulty economic reasoning have been avail­ 
able through bookshops, the libraries, and the schools of all 
Latin American countries for years. 
The question is, “Can we answer these charges and pre­ 
sent realistic evidence to expose the big lie about our way 
of life?” The answer is yes but it’s going to take some 
digging for facts and an understanding about how our 
business system really operates. The best known authority 
in the world on this subject is located in W ashington, D. C., 
but m akes its material available to everyone— the United 
States Departm ent of Commerce. A single page of authenti­ 
cated U. S. Government figures dealing with the distribution 
o f income quickly proves that employees of American cor­ 
porations. on the average, receive 88.7% of corporation in­ 
come w ith the owners getting about 11.13% (before taxes 
— and over half of this amount goes for taxes to support 
governm ent at the national, state, and local levels). The 
Comm unists remain utterly silent about the following im­ 
portant aspects of our economic way of life: 1) the dynamic 
nature of American money (whereas the sam e amount of 
money spent three or four tim es by different people will 
distribute three or four tim es as many goods and as much 
service). 2) the role of psychology in the econom y and the 
effect of an optim istic buying attitude held by consum ers; 
3) the relationship of advertising to distribution evidenced 
by the clever (and successful) cam paigns urging people to 
buy; 4) the role of consumer credit and the amount of credit 
card buying going on in this country to d a y ; 5) the continual­ 
ly expanding market with all the new item s available for 
custom ers which were not around for purchase ten years 
ago; 6) the effect of People’s Capitalism, or the amount of 
stock ownership among em ployees and housewives and oth­ 
ers; and 7) finally, the role of governm ent and legislation 
which keeps a watchful eye on monopolistic tendencies. The 
propagandist’s argum ents can easily be exploded when con­ 
fronted with a true picture of how our business system 
operates. 
Dr. Fred Schwarz, one of this country’s em inent authori­ 
ties on Communism, has said, “The m yth that Capitalism is 
inherently evil and collective ownership inherently good is 
contradicted finally by one unanswerable fact. Wherever 
Communism is in power the people flee by the m illions. They 
leave everything they love, and they flee to loneliness and 
the unknown to escape the horror of life under Communist 
rule. On the other hand, when all the evils of the Capitalist 
system have been adm itted, the fact remains that every year 
multiplied thousands risk their lives, not trying to get out 
of America, but trying to get in. Their goal is not to live 
at America’s highest standard, but to live at her lowest.” 
The American economy is able to give what the Com­ 
m unist economy only promises. We, in this country, truly 
operate under a system o f the greatest good for the great­ 
est number. Now we're going to have to find w ays of telling 
the peoples of other countries about it.

More people out of work means less money 
to spend which aggravates the entire situation bv adding 
to the supply of surplus products in the warehouses. This 
leads, in turn, to further unemployment. The eventual out­ 
come is depression and crisis. Warehouses are filled with 
goods which people cannot buy. The economy stagnates and 
grinds to a standstill. 
American businessmen, however, 
have found a solution. It is war. After the war, with por­ 
tions of the population having been destroyed, there are 
fewer people to be unemployed and the whole cycle then 
repeats itself. Sound plausible? Probably so to individuals 
who have never seen an American home or pagecj through 
a department store catalog, or examined a copy of an 
annual report, or checked the number and kinds of people 
owning stock in American corporations. It has been re­ 
liably stated that a veritable flood of socialist and commun­ 
ist booklets, pamphlets, and magazines, printed in Spanish 
with this kind of faulty economic reasoning have been avail­ 
able through bookshops, the libraries, and the schools of all 
Latin American countries for years. 
The question is, 'Tan we answer these charges and pre­ 
sent realistic evidence to expose the big lie about our way 
of life?” The answer is yes but it’s going to take some 
digging for facts and an understanding about how our 
business system really operates. The best known authority 
in the world on this subject is located in Washington, D. C., 
but makes its material available to everyone— the United 
States Department of Commerce. A single page of authenti­ 
cated U. S. Government figures dealing with the distribution 
of income quickly proves that employees of American cor­ 
porations, on the average, receive 88.7% of corporation in­ 
come with the owners getting about 11.13% (before taxes 
—and over half of this amount goes for taxes to support 
government at the national, state, and local levels). The 
Communists remain utterly silent about the following im­ 
portant aspects of our economic way of life: I) the dynamic 
nature of American money (whereas the same amount of 
money spent three or four times by different people will 
distribute three or four times as many goods and as much 
•ervice), 2) the role of psychology in the economy and the 
effect of an optimistic buying attitude held by consumers; 
3) the relationship of advertising to distribution evidenced 
by the clever (and successful) campaigns urging people to 
buy; 4) the role of consumer credit and the amount of credit 
card buying going on in this country today; 5) the continual­ 
ly expanding market with all the new items available for 
customers which were not around for purchase ten years 
ago; 6) the effect of People’s Capitalism, or the amount of 
stock ownership among employees and housewives and oth­ 
ers; and 7) finally, the role of government and legislation 
which keeps a watchful eye on monopolistic tendencies. The 
propagandist’s arguments can easily be exploded when con­ 
fronted with a true picture of how our business system 
operates. 
Dr. Fred Schwarz, one of this country’s eminent authori­ 
ties on Communism, has said, “The myth that Capitalism is 
inherently evil and collective ownership inherently good is 
contradicted finally by one unanswerable fact. Wherever 
Communism is in power the people flee by the millions. They 
leave everything they love, and they flee to loneliness and 
th# unknown to escape the horror of life under Communist 
rule. On the other hand, when all the evils of the Capitalist 
system have been admitted, the fact remains that every year 
multiplied thousands risk their lives, not trying to get out 
of America, but trying to get in. Their goal is not to live 
at America’s highest standard, but to live at her lowest.” 
The American economy is able to give what the Com­ 
munist economy only promises. We, in this country, truly 
operate under a system of the greatest good for the great­ 
est number. Now we’re going to have to find ways of telling 
the peoples of other countries about it.

Nervous Tension 
Many older people are troubled 
by a very definite tremor of the 
hands. 
This quivering becomes intensi- 
led when they try to use their 
fingers, as in writing. We call it 
“ intention’’ tremor, for it is great­ 
er when they intend to do some­ 
thing with their hands. 
Paralysis Agitans is another ail­ 
m ent of elderly people In which 
they indulge in what is 
call'd 
“ pill rolling” movements with the 
fingers . 
But most of the hand trembling 
of people of all ages is simply 
due 
to 
excessive 
self-conscious­ 
ness and stagefright. 
And in all cases, whether medi­ 
cal or psychological, a great deal 
of relief can be obtained by di­ 
verting one’s attention from self 
to the surrounding human beings 
as by analyzing the latter for 
merits and then paying them de­ 


served compliments thereon, 
lf you are thus acting as a so­ 
cial detective, sizing up your com­ 
panions 
for 
good 
points, 
you 
meanwhile forget your trembling 
hands to a large degree. 
Trembling Hands 
But here are some more bits 
of advice to calm yourself and re­ 
duce much of your tremor. 
If you are talking or singing in 
public, mount your speech notes 
or music on a stiff cardboard 
background. 
And then pull gently in opposite 
directions. In fact, even if you 
have a single sheet of thin palier 
in your hands, if you will pull in 
opposite 
directions 
with 
both 
hands, you will find that much of 
the tremor instantly disappears. 
If your trem or occurs primarily 
when you are trying to write, then 
alter the situation somewhat by 
pressing hard upon the heel of 
your palm. Try to put 25 lbs. pres­ 
sure thereon. 
Meanwhile, 
write 
with 
finger 
movements instead of the rolling 
movements instead of the rolling 
forearm technique. 
Another variation, 
is 
to 
flex 
your legs, with feet far back un­ 
der your chair and try to lift 
part of your weight off the seat 
while you are writing. That will 
divert your attention, and there­ 
by lessen your hand trem or. 
Some people grow nervous at 
banquets and tremble when lift­ 
ing their coffee cups to their lips. 
They may even spill some of the 
liquid. 
In such cases, try grasping the 
handle with extra force and main­ 
tain a tight squeeze on that han­ 
dle. 
Or use the opposite hand, for in 
many cases your tremor has be­ 
come habituated to just one hand. 
If you change hands, you fool 
your nuisance habit, and may be 
fairly calm. 
As 
regards 
medical 
tremor* 
like those of Paralysis Agitans, 
certain 
drugs 
are helpful, 
but 
don’t expect 
a 
complete 
cure. 
And even then, you’ll find that 
the above devices will help lessen 
the tremors.

They are lured 
by “cutouts”—men who can't tx* 
identified with the original client. 
But it was the misfortune of these 
guns-for-hire that the FBI crowd­ 
ed them. Not only did the bu­ 
reau’s own intelligence network 
learn that there were three hoods 
involved — but the federals iden­ 
tified 
them, 
names, 
addresses, 
sheets (records!, et ai. 
T ie FBI even learned the price 
for the hit on Kilpatrick, the 53- 
year-ol president of the United 
Industrial 
Workers 
of 
America 
and head of its Local 300. The 
foray’s tab was $4,000 to elimi­ 
nate the courageous Chicagoan. 
Kilpatrick 
had 
been 
attempting 
to keep his own units out ct the 
crime syndicate’s hands. He was 
also using his organizations as an

to drive 
hoods 
from control of independent urn*-. 
in 12 Chicago area factories. 
All this the FBI obtained in «»

confession from one of 
the trigger trio.
